He was Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel W. Raven.) 

The informant said that the 
prisoners gradually separated 
Gen. Dodd from his two com- 
panions, then pounced on him 
and dragged him. into one of 
the blocks. The Army refused 
either to confirm or deny state- 
‘ments of the United Press in- 
formant. . 

NEWSMAN’S STORY - 

But the Information ‘was sub- 
stantially confirmed by the only 
American . correspondent who 
mannged to go to the island, 
Sanford L. Zalberg, corvespon-

They remember the terrible 
earthquake of January, 1934, 
the worst in Nepal's history 
which shook all Northern India 
and killed 10,000 people.

expedition, seven months earlier.
